Action Till 
Jury Reports 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 

State Revenue Commissioner 
Charlie Redwine will delay grant- 
ing a retail liquor store license to 
Thomas Barkett, at 1893 Cheshire 
Bridge Rd., until the Fulton Coun- 
ty Grand Jury completes its in- 
vestigation. 

County Commissioner Jack 
Towns told the hearing in the 
State Senate Chamber 
that he would join 
Shorty Doyal in drying up Fulton 
County in July, “If I feel in July 
like I do today.” 

Commenting on this develop- 
ment, Redwine told the crowd 
that filled the Senate rooms: 

“If the Fulton Commissioners 
are going to refuse to grant any 
licenses after July, I see no reason 
why I should grant one now. I 
am not saying that I won't grant 
a license to Mr. Barkett. I will 
just hold the matter in abeyance 
until the investigation is complet- 
ed. The County Commissioners 
have asked the Grand Jury to leok 

into the whole matter.” 

Robert Smith, an attorney 
speaking for the crowd of prop- 
erty owners protesting the grant- 
ing of a license to Barkett, charg- 
ed that liquor licenses in Fulton 
County are going to “persons 
whose pockets are well lined.” 

Commissioners Doyal and 
Towns expressed sharp resent- 
ment to this. 

“I personally resent any impu- 
mation of my character or of the 
eharacter of any member of the 
Board,” Doyal declared. “If I were 
going to impugn anyone’s charac- 
ter, I wouldn’t use subtleties. I 
would use plain English, and I 
would haveg guts enough to say 
what I meant.” 

Towns termed Smith’s remark 
as a “lick below the belt.” He said 
he had not been influenced by 
money and knew of no Commis- 
sioner who had. * 

A number of residents asked 
Redwine not to permit the estab- 
lishment of a liquor store in their 
neighborhood. They presented pe- 
titions, which the, said were 
signed by 90 percent of the resi- 
dents of that area, protesting a 
liquor store. 

Barkett, acting as his own at- 
torney, showed Redwine some let- 
ters which he said were written 
by some residents of that area 
who did not object to a liquor 
store. He did not introduce these 
letters as evidence, however. 

In a show of hands called for 
by Redwine, only one person

_Thomson,.Ga., is a fine, progressive 
city in Southeast Georgia. It is the home 
of the late Tom Watson. A Ku Klux Klan 
klavern at last was organized there, with, 
we can only assume, the usual fees tucked 
away in the organizer’s pocket. | 

Immediately, the leading citizens, 

greatly concerned, met and produced a 
statement. They do not denounce. They 
do not beat their breasts in exhibitionist 
denunciation—as do so many of those who 
attack the Klan—in order to advertise 
their own sideshow. The Thomson citi- 
zens recognize what we here at The Con- 
stitution have through the years noted— 
that many otherwise well-intentioned 
persons are led into the Klan; that in 
some communities local government is so 
poor that just grievances of the people 
are not heard, much less remedied; and 
that often shrewd organizers, with their 
eyes set On easy money, deceive unin- 
formed people as to the intent and real 
meaning of the Klan—which is un-Ameri- 
can and un-Christian, despite its claims 
to the contrary. 

The statement of the citizens is too long 
to reproduce here in its entirety. The gist 
of it was this: 

“We regret deeply that some of our 
fellow citizens, our friends and neigh- 
bors, have seen fit to organize a Ku 
Klux Klan in Thomson; that it is our 
earnest hope that our friends will soon 
come to see the Klan idea for what we 
honestly believe it to be, a dangerous 


mistake; and finally, be it resolved that 
we urge any others who may be con- 
sidering joining the Klan to think very 
seriously before doing -so, such others 
of our fellow citizens being invited to 
distuss the matter in all friendliness 
and good will with any of the under- 
Signed persons.- 

“The original Ku Klux Klan of Re- 
construction Days was an organization 
of heroes, to whom concealment of per- 
sonal identity was a matter of life or . 
death importance. The Klan then served 
to protect life and property at a time 
when there was a complete breakdown 
of decent government. That condition 
does not now exist. Our lawmaking, 
judicial and enforcement agencies, both 
local and otherwise, are men chosen by 
us, either directly or indirectly. They 
need the full co-operation of every loy- 
al citizen toward giving us better gov- 
ernment, better courts, and better law 
enforcement. But, in our opinion, we 
do not need’ an organization which op- 
erates in concealment, and which takes 
unto-itself the powers of the courts and 
law enforcement officers. Such usurpa- 
tion of power is destructive of our 
democratic way of life. It would be 
wrong and undemocratic if practiced 
openly—practiced in concealment it be- 
comes cowardly as well.” 

We salute the good people of Thomson 
and McDuffie County and offer / their 
method of combatting the Klan as g mod- 
el one for other communities to follow.

WASHINGTON—GCGeorgia’s senior Senator Walter F. George has received another striking tribute 
to the position of leadership he occupies in the upper branch of Congress. In its issue of this week 
the United States News and World Report devotes a special article to his work in the Senate and 
uses one of his photographs for its front cover illustration. 


Under the caption,of “Who Is Right—Mr. 
George or Mr. Truman?” the magazine, which 
emphasizes the viewpoint of business, traces the 
differences between the White House and the 
Georgia Senator on important segments of the 
Administration program, particularly as regards 
proposals for increased taxes. 


Here is the way the article starts out: “Walter

I can remember it yet-—— 

eS } The white, clapboard Presbyterian Church in 
the grove of oaks and poplars; the dust which 
fell like yellow flour from the wheels of the passing buggies; the 
wagons with kitchen chairs in them; the horses “took out” and 
tied in the shade; the men and women in Sunday suits, heavy and 
uncomfortable; the incongruity of the faces and hands, browned 
by the suns of many plowings and hours of toil in the open against 
the white of home-washed, home-ironed white shirts; the men 
gathered in little groups and the women in another, awaiting the 

time to go in for the Sunday services. 


We were Welsh and Scottish in descent, gathered there for 
the Sunday service, many driving in from 10 and even 20 miles 
away for the Calvinistic services, which almost invariably were 
hot with the fires of an eternal hell and perfumed by sulphur 
and brimstone. They were never mild sermons, as I recall. I would 
sit there and feel my feet burn in the Sunday shoes, and fidget 
against the slatted wooden benches and listen to the song of the 
July flies outside and the occasional distant cal] from some child 
at play ,on the outskirts of the little farming and coal-mining 
town. the sermons were long. A man who couldn’t preach hell- 
fire and damnation for a good hour was regarded as weak and 
slothful and likely to let sin get the bést of things. The Presby- 
terian faith in those days was sterner than now, I think, and de 
bated infant damnation and thé awesome, predestined ends of man. 
So the long hour passed until, at last, the hot, warming words 
ceased and the choir arose with a rustle of skirts and a clearing 
of voices and the last hymn was sung, the palm leaf fans stilled 
and heads bowed for the benediction. 


Zion I recall, back in those days, talk of Zion. Not the Zion of 

the hymns, but the city of Zion, Ill, After the Sunday 
dinner of roast beef or fried chicken, with many vegetables, includ- 
ing creamed potatoes and gravy, there would be talk on the front 
porch. Some of the visiting brethren held that while John Dowie 
was cracked, he might nevertheless be truly a messenger of God. 
And certainly, they felt, he was a healthy influence in a world 
given to sin and godless living. He was the sensation of his day, 
preaching against alcohol, tobacco; theaters, drugstores, dancing, 
doctors, pork and all secret societies. He made of the city of Zion 
a place where only the godly dwelt and where the doors to: hell, 
such as those of a drugstore, dance hall or a whist-playing house, 
were not open. His flock, pure and sinless, awaited only the final 


& trumpet. 


Special There was talk of how, in 1903, he had hired 10 spe- 

cial trains and taken 3,000 missionaries to the greatest 
door to hell there was on earth—the tinseled, Babylon city of New 
York, no less. He had stormed the sinful citadels in«vain. New 
York was too attached to its fleshpots and somehow the rigid and 
» sinless life of Zion did not attract the swarm of penitents, espe- 
cially those with money. Like most of those who go up and down 
shouting the Word in far places, the Rev. Dowie had a keen eye 
for folding money. His big show cost $300,000 and was expected 
to make a profit, but it failed. New Yorkers remained Godless. 


The collection plates reaped a thin harvest. 
Stroke The Lord visited a stroke upon the Rev. Dowie and 
) when he was away taking the waters at some distant 
spa, his place was taken over by the Rev. Wilbur G. Voliva. Hé, too, 
kept a ban on movies, beer, soft drinks, cards and the newest of the 
devil’s tobacco seductions, cigarettes, but he added something new. 
The world, he said, was flat. The schools in Zion dutifully taught 
it was flat and a man might fall off if he went too near the edge. 
ae tag that caught few sinners. Too few were afraid of fall- 
g off. 


He, too, passed from the scene. To my startled surprise, I 
find that he died in 1942. But he was gone from the picture long 
before that. . 


Now What got me started on all this was an item I came across 
in the papers. The city of Zion has now repéaled the last 

of its blue laws. Baseball may be played on Sunday afternoon, 
and the movie houses may show their latest Hollywood interpreta- 
tions of amusement. For a long time beer has been flowing in 
the taprooms. Barbecue from the flanks of Gadarene swine is 
commonplace. Drugstores flourish. Tobacco may be had for the 
price, and doctors ply their patients with pills, secure from restraint. 
What the souls of the departed Dowie and Voliva think about 

it, ne one knows. Whether they be confined in some celestial 
psychiatric ward or elevated on high, we shall have to wait and see. 
Their names come back faintly from my childhood, and the 
religious discussions of the drowsy, long-drawn-out Sunday after- 
noons when a boy could not play, but must sit and wait out the 
day, yearning mightifully for bed and Monday morning. ‘ 
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Torpedoing Our Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON—This somewhat befuddled capital has just 


been treated to an unusually puzzling spectacle. First the Admin- 
istration’s Senate leaders strained every nerve to pass an intact 
European Recovery Program. Then the Atlantic Pact was proudly 
signed. And-then the President’s chief economic adviser, Dr. Ed- 
win Nourse, suggested that the Atlantic Pact obligation to rearm 
Western Europe should be paid for by cutting our own defense and 
the European recovery programs. He added blandly that ,his 
speech had been approved by the President. 


When the Administration gives invaluable aid and comfort to 
the congressional isolationists, an explanation is in order. Super- 
ficially, of course, the explanation is very simple. The President 
has allowed. what was done to him twice by Henry Wallace to be 
done a third time. 


Not long ago, Dr. Nourse returned from a tour of the country 
much impressed by the business groups’ natura) dislike for taxa- 
tion. He apparently concluded that it was better to torpedo our 
foreign policy than to raise taxes to pay for lend-lease to Europe. 
‘He outlined these views to the President. Since the President’s 
budget message specifically proposed raising taxes in order to meet 
the Atlantic Pact obligation, one must conclude the President did 
not understand Dr. Nourse, as one must also suppose he failed te 
understand . Wallace on the celebrated previous occasions. 


At any rate, Truman authorized Nourse to 
/ Snyder Approve express his views in a speech to a War 
Department orientation conference, merely requiring that he clear 
the speech in advance with Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder 
and Budget Director Frank Pace. Snyder heartily approved the 
Nourse argument. 

Pace, seeing the contradiction of the President’s budget mes- 
sage, protested the speech. But Pace was somehow eluded. And 
the State Department was evidently not consulted at all, although 
it is reported that the President also asked Nourse to show his 
speech to Under Secretary of State James Webb. 

Nourse’s speech evoked an immediate response from Capitol 
Hill, as any infant of three could have foreseen it would. Nothifig 
could have been more pleasing to the Senators and Representatives 
who are determined to cripple American foreign policy, if need be, 
in order to avoid a tax rise. 

Their own arguments had been echoed by the President's offi- 
cial economic augur. They rushed up onto the roof, cheering loudly. 
The President then lamely disavowed Nourse, which did nothing

The Passing of the Pulps 


The adventure-filled “pulp” magazines—those printed on cheap paper with flashy and, sometimes, 
fleshy, illustrations—are gradually vanishing from their traditional place on the American magazine 
stands. Several of the large “pulp” houses have been cutting down their strings: of magazines in re 
cént months, and last week the oldest publishing firm in the field, Street and Smith, announced 
the demise of its last four “pulps,” Western Story, Detective Story, Doc Savage and The Shadow. 


For those who make a living at writing, the 
passing of the “pulps” means-~the passing of a 
ready meal ticket. Some authors, using half a 
dozen different names in dealing with compet- 
ing publishers, made the formalized “pulp” stories 
their specialty and, at a cent a word or better, 
made a good living at their trade. 


But in addition to them, many a famous 
author, under an assamed name, has paid 
the rent and bought his meals between great 
novels on the money to be had for excursions 
into the adventures and romanges of Western 
sheriffs, barnstorming flyers, sandhogs, sol- 
diers of fortune and gang busters. 


Just as the legitimate theater today is peopled 
with actors and actresses who got their start in 
burlesque, -so; too, is the world of books in- 
debted to the early schooling of the “pulps.” 
Street and Smith alone, in 94 years of “pulp” 
production, helped to start’ on their way such 
well-known authors as Booth Tarkington, Fannie 
Hurst, Theodore Dreiser, A. Conan Doyle, Bret 
Harte, Clarence Buddington Kelland, Frank Nor- 
ris, Ella Wheeler Wilcox, and many others. And

along with writers, the best known cover artists 
‘also got their first breaks in the “pulps.” 


Why the demand for “pulp” magazines 
has fallen off is not clear. Some blame it 
on television, and others on the increasing 
popularity of inexpensive reprints of West 
ern novels, whodunits and love stories, Cer- 
tainly the so-called “slick” magazines (those 
with better quality paper) have taken over 
many of the “pulp” type of stories in their 
c tition for mass cirqlation, and the 

o dramas have also made a strong bid 
for the tears and fears that kept the “pulps” 
alive. 


In their neyday, the “pulps” were branded 
as unfit for juvenile consumption, just as comic 
books are today. But crime has continued with- 
out the “pulps,” just as it would continue if there 
were no comic books or radio dramas. The 
passing of the “pulps,” in fact, probably has. no 
more sociological significance than the passing of 
a fad. It would be nice to say that it indicates 
a change for the better in American tastes, but 
that would be hard to prove. The medium may 
have changed, but the “pulp” type story goes on 
forever.

Administration and have been working on com- 
pensation and pension claims for more than 29 


years and | have a fairly reasonable acquaihtance 
with the laws and regulations, In the first place 
the fantastic statement was made in your paper 
that the $90 per month pension for veterans 
would cost one and a-half billion dollars the 
first year. ‘No one but a moron. or a jackass 
editoria] writer could have made such a state- 
ment. Outside of the veterans of the Spanish- 
American War, who have already been taken care 
of, | am satisfied there are not more than 10,000 
veterans over 65 years -vid and 5,000 would be 
nearer. Say.10,000, and give each of them $2,000 
per year—that would amount to only $20,- 
000,000. That’s a loag way from one and a half 
billion. Also, your figures of the ultimate cost 
are predicated on the assumption that all veterans 
will live to be over 65 years of age. This is an 
irisult to the intelligence of an eight-year-old 
school kid. There are about 600 men who work 
in my office and almost all of them are veterans. 
None of them are 65 years old. I am the oldest 
man in the office and I am not 65 yet. I handle 
not less than 20 claims a day and in the past 12 
months I have had only three over 65 years of 
age; that includes World Wars I and II.

vert so great a part of our resources for 
munitions of war. That's 3 on and stark 
fact we might as well face. 


This is the basic problem, ‘and the write-to- 
your-Congressman campaign would do well to 
concentrate’ on getting an adjustment in the 
world that will take the terrible load of arma- 
ments off our backs, so it will be possible to 
do some of the things that need to be done if 
we are to remain a strong, free nation instead 
of becoming an armed camp.

WASHINGTON—You, dear sir or madam, are a fortunate citizen; you’ve got a newspaper to 
read. I’ve been in the business myself now for more than 20 years, but I never quite realized how 
important newspapers could be until suddenly here in Washington there weren’t any. The press- 
men and the stereotypers have been on strike all this week and the blank that’s left in capital 


life is something awful to contemplate. 

Senators can’t read about themselves. They’re 
bitter. Stores can’t advertise their bargains. 
They’re unhappy. Federal workers get from the 
radio only the sketchiest ideas of what’s going 
on in the world. They’re confused. 


Even the fish markets are beginning to 
yun eut of newspapers in which to wrap 
’ merchandise. And how I’m going to

I hope I’m not sounding too lighthearted 
about this. The situation is serious. Newspapers 
are more widely and carefully read in Washing- 
ton, perhaps, than anywhere else. Without them 
the Government itself is at a disadvantage. 


It is not for me to criticize the strikers. 
The pressmen want their hours reduced from 
3714 per week to 35 and their wages boost- 
ed $8. The stereotypers want an extra $9. 
The publishers: of the four capital papers 
have offered them both $6. The unions 
turned that down. They refused to arbi- 
trate; they also refused te be parties to a 
fact-finding board appointed by Cyrus Ching, 
Director of the Federal Mediation and Con- 
ciliation Service. 


By a weird happenstance the strikers set up 
their picket lines just as Congress was getting 
ready to consider President Truman’s demand 
that the Taft-Hartley labor law be repealed. The 
Republicans even now are’ eyeing the empty 
newsstands in the Capitol corridors and chortling. 


One of their leaders told me that every 
day the strike proceeds, the greater are the 
chances that the newsless Congressmen will 
retain the present labor law and perhaps 
even strengthen it. A few hours later I 
dropped in for a cup of coffee with a num- 
ber of Representatives, mostly Democrats, 
and they, too, were aroused. With no news- 
papers, something important was missing 
from their lives and—I report this accurate- 
ly—they blamed the unions. 


You may be interested to know something 
about life in a newsless newspaper office. I have 
my desk in the city room of the Washington 
Daily News, where all hands are hard at work 
putting out a newspaper, except for actually 
publishing it. 


Every day it is set up in type, complete 
with news, editorials, funnies, and pictures. 
Qne of the photographers brought in a pic- 
ture of a fishmonger handing his customers 
unwrapped shad. It’s an amusing photo; too 
bad few people ever will get to see it. 


The paper gets as far as the composing room, 
where a few copies are run off on the proof 
press. These are for the benefit of the staff 
and for the radio stations, which read excerpts 
to the populace. The reporters banging out stories 
that never will see the light of day are glum. 
The copy boys are shagging in more black coffee 
than usual. The managing editor has turned to 
crossword puzzles from the syndicate bundle. 

It isn’t fun and I can only hope that you 
readers outside of Washington enjoy your papers 
to the fullest. We ignorant and uninformed Wash- 
ingtonians envy you all.

As Soviet Answer to Atom Bomb

When I was subjected to the se 
cret third degree of the Soviet 
MVD in the Lubjanka prison in 
Moscow, I was continually inter- 
rogated. on German progress in 

warfare because for 
several years in World War II I 
had been in Trost of control of 
contagious diseases.

But 

the way the Russians interrogated 

me about it clearly revealed what 

was in their own minds: They 

wanted the fullest information for 
uses of their own. 

We had an old castle in Saxony 


where we produced antitoxins, in-. 


cluding the specific one against 
plague. Gen. Smirnov, the pres- 
ent Minister of Public Health in 
Russia, 
Laussen questioned me about it. 
But while I was able to satisfy 
them about our work there, I could 


a satisfy their curiousity about 


@ aggressive use of plague germs. 
In the Sino-Japanese War. over 


Manchuria, the pilots of Nippon, 
I was told, used to throw bun 


diles of old rags from their Peon , 


—in an effort, it was thought, to 
re ge epidemics. The theory 

t these rags had been 
sated around rats artificially in- 
fected with the plague. Rats and 
rags were flown over Manchuria. 
There was no danger to the pilot 
because the flea sticks to the rat 
while it is alive. But when the rat 
died from its drop through space, 
the fleas would leaye the rat and 
settle on the Man¢hurian nomad 
who picked up the rags. 

Now no civilized being would 
pick up rags—but bacterial sprays 
descending in a scarcely discerni- 
ble mist would soon come into 
contact with humans. Sprays from 
airplanes are scientifically known 
everywhere as a means of com- 
bating agricultural pests. 

Rockets would be more effec- 
tive, since aircraft would have to 
fly y & and might be shot down. 
And there is no doubt that the 
Russians have experimenting 
with rockets. I have met Germans 
who were actually employed by 
the Soviets to design rockets. Cer- 
tainly there is no doubt that the 
Reds regard use of pathogenic bac- 
teria as a weapon of extreme im- 
portance for use at long range 
without danger of a flash-back on 
themselves.

About 1,000,000,000 bacteria are 
present in one cubic centimeter of 
an ordinary vaccination liquid. 
For germ warfare, bacteria would 
have to be rained in gallons... 
about five to ten gallons per 
rocket. What the present maxi- 
mum content of a rocket may be, 
I do not know—but no doubt they 
will gradually gain carrying Ca- 
pacity and it may be’ that some 
already are able to.carry one 
gallon. 

Properly to infect an area—so 


that as to render virtually impos- 
sible any isolation or prophylactic

B. W. agents—would require the 
dropping of about 500 bombs, 
rockets or spraying agents over 
any. given target at one time. That 
is my estimate. 

A rocket or bomb would awe 
to be developed that would release 
its contents by a timing mecha- 
nism so that it scattered its con- 
tents before hitting the ground. 
Any hot explosion might destroy 
the bacteria. 

Russia has the scientists capable 
of developing such mechanisms. 
Though I was never permitted in 


tact with them at various confer- 
ences in Moscow when I was be- 
ing groomed as potential surgeon- 
generai for the Red Police Force 
of Eastern Germany—a job I de- 
clined. 

History has shown that the in- 
vention of a new secrét weapon is 
always followed by the invention 
of one more deadly to combat it.
